The contract for the public 
printing was awarded last week 
by the Printing Commissioners to 
a Louisville house, which bid the 
very low figure of 9 per cent, of 
the schedule provided by law. 
The statute provides that 40 cents 
per 1,000 ems shall be the muxi- 
mom price paid for plain typeset- 
ng. Nine per cent, of 4U cents 
but 8.60 cents, and we under- 
stand that the firm to whom the 
ntract was awarded operates a 
union office, paying its machine 
operators $8.50 for an eight-hour 
day, or 43$ cents an hour. As 
the best machine men will set 
ly aiiout 6,000 ems per hour, 
each one thousand set represents 
ixpense t<> the firm of cents, 

i loss on composition of about 
lour oents per thousand. When 
is added to this the expense of 
proof reading, correcting and im- 
position, the loss is still further 
augmented to nearly ten cents per 
thousand. 

When the ordinary individual 
looks at these figures he wonders 
what sort of graft is to lie worked, 
ir what technicality of the law is 
o be taken advantage of by the 
ontraotors to enable them to 
itch even, as profit seems out of 
he question.

Shortly after 2 o'clock, on Mon- 
day afternoon. Mr. George Huff- 
man, while assisting a couple of 
youths in gathering cherries 
the yard of his residence, had the

It was the joy of 
Mr. Huffman's life to have thi 
families of these girls come to 
their home, and he was never 
happier than in anticipating such 
visits. 

The relations between this good 
man and the wife of his youth 
were peculiarly tender and loving. 

Mrs. Huffman met with an acci- 
dent long years ago by which sh< 
practically lost the use of her 
right hand, and her husband was 
assiduous and loving in waiting 
upon her every necessity. 

He was a good neighbor and 
kind friend (as we can testify, 
having lived across the street from 
him for a number of years), es- 
pecially gentle with ladies and

Section 190. No person shall be 
eligible to the office of trustee of 
the public schools who has not 
attained the age of thirty yean, 
and who is not a housekeeper, or 
who is not the owner of real estate 
in Haiti city, or who is not a citi- 

Izen of the United States, or a 
bona fide resident of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, and of the 
legislative district of the city, for 
which he is elected, for thres 
years preceding his election ; or 
woo holds or discharges any office, 
deputyship or agency under the 
city or any district or countv, or 
under the State of Kentucky, or 

.any department thereof, under 
the United States or any foreign 
government, except notaries pub- 
lic and militia officer of Kentucky. 
No person shall be eligible to this 

office who. at the time of his elec- 
tion, is directly or indirectly, in- 
terested in any contract with the 
board, or who holds any office of
